THE ARRANGEMENT AND DISPLAY OF STOCK.—IV.

4. Bear in mind the importance of color. 
Color is by far the most obvious means for 
attracting the eye, and a window dressed in 
colors secures the attention of the passer almost 
inevitably—far more readily than any merely 
ingenious arrangement in which color is absent. 

Good color effects are difficult to obtain where 
goods of a variety of colors are used; and win¬ 
dow-dressers of the best taste and most experi¬ 
ence strongly favor the use of but two or three 
colors, complementary to each other, and as a 
rule grouped in large masses. 

The following general rules may prove help¬ 
ful to the window dresser in making selections 
for his effects:* 

Red and violet do not accord well. 

Orange and yellow accord incomparably better 
than red and orange. 

Orange and gree?i do not accord well. 

Ora7ige and violet accord passably. 

Yellow and gree7i form an agreeable combi¬ 
nation. 

Gree7iish yellow and violet blend nicely. 

The arrangement of yellow and blue is more 

* If the sun strikes your window avoid as much as pos¬ 
sible displaying for any length of time such books as may 
•be bound in red, maroon, blue, purple or other delicate 
shades of cloth. The same care should be used in this 
respect with finely bound books with red and blue labels. 


agreeable than that of yellow and gree7i, but it 
is less lively. 

Gree7i and blue produce an indifferent effect, 
but better when the colors are deep. 

Gree7i and violet , especially when light, form a 
combination preferable to green and blue. 

Orange-yellow, when placed by the side of in¬ 
digo, increases its intensity, and vice versa. 

Red amd grec7i intensify each other. 

Yellozu and indigo combine perfectly. 

Red and orange do not accord well. 

Red and yellozu accord pretty well, especially 
if the red is purple red rather than scarlet, and 
the yellozu rather gree7iish than orange. 

Red and blue accord passably, especially if 
the red incline rather to scarlet than cri7/iso7i. 

Blue and violet accord badly. 

When two colors accord badly together, it is 
always advantageous to separate them by white. 

Black never produces a bad effect when it is 
associated with two luminous colors. 

Black and white sensibly modify bright colors. 

While gray never exactly produces a bad ef¬ 
fect in its association with two luminous colors, 
yet in most cases its assortments are dull. 

Blue, placed by the side of ora7ige, increases 
the latter’s intensity and vice versa. 

5 . Don’t display the same old books; nor 
must you put in new ones often enough to soil 
them. Also, avoid displaying books and fancy 
goods and stationery together. If you have 
two show-windows you may display books in 
the one, and your stationery, fancy goods, toys 
or whatever else you may keep in stock in the 
other. If you have but one window alternate 
the display of books and stationery. 

6 . Try startling effects—concentrate effects. 
We recently passed a bookstore with one show- 
window not quite six feet wide and about two 
and one-half feet wide. The window was 
plate glass highly polished. On that day the 
display consisted of the current magazines, 
Harper, Ce7itury, Scrib7ier, etc. The back¬ 
ground and floor covering was old-gold canton 
flannel, rough side out. The magazines were 
grouped according to color of cover in stacks; 
here and there one was opened to a striking 
illustration. A few days later the window con¬ 
tained a handsomely bound pulpit Bible on top 
which was placed a copy of the Thumb Bible. 
The background and floor covering was rich 
plush, gracefully draped. Against the back of 
the larger book rested an opened Finger Testa¬ 
ment. Both displays attracted crowds of ad¬ 
miring passers-by. Shortly after, the window 
was dressed in white—the drapery being a 
heavy white plush, and the display a certain 
grade of fine note-paper. The artist having 
charge of this window, however, was not satis¬ 
fied with displaying the paper alone—he struck 
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the happy idea of making as nearly as he was able 
the window an object-lesson in the art of produc¬ 
ing that kind of paper. He grouped as artisti¬ 
cally as possible the raw materials, pulp and 
full sheets of the paper as it leaves the machine 
and before it is folded and cut, labelling each 
heap. The whole was surrounded by the fin¬ 
ished paper in boxes, and spread out in quires 
and in sheets. In front of the display rested a 
neatly illuminated show-card, under glass, in a 
polished red frame, briefly describing the pro¬ 
cess of making that particular brand of paper, its 
advantages and its price. Another day he hung 
his window with drab drapery, and filled it with 
steel pens, displaying the card presented by the 
manufacturers of a well-known steel pen, show¬ 
ing the process of making a steel pen from the 
steel plate to the finished article. Still another 
day he hung his window in a rich maroon plush, 
and exhibited framed water-colors, engravings 
and etchings, covering the floor with artists’ 
material.

PRESIDENT HARRISON ON COPYRIGHT. 

President Harrison in his message refers 
to copyright as follows: 

“ International copyright has been secured, 
in accordance with the conditions of the act of 
March 3, 1891, with Belgium, France, Great 
Britain and the British Possessions, and Switzer¬ 
land, the laws of those countries permitting to 
our citizens the benefit of copyright on substan¬ 
tially the same basis as to their own citizens or 
subjects. With Germany a special convention 
has been negotiated upon this subject, which 
will bring that country within the reciprocal 
benefits of our legislation.” 


LECTURES ON LEGAL BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

A. S. Worthington, of Washington, D. C., 
is to deliver a series of lectures at the Law 
School of the Columbian University, of that 
city, on the subject of legal bibliography. 
“ Strange as it may seem,” says the Washington 
Book Chronicle , “ it appears never to have been 
thought necessary to inform law students as to 
the history and comparative value of the nu¬ 
merous reports, compilations and text-books 
with which the shelves of law libraries are 
filled. The student becomes familiar with fif¬ 
teen or twenty books which are of comparative¬ 
ly little use to him afterwards, because they are 
intended mainly for students, and do not deal at 
length or in detail with the vexed questions 
which engross the attention of the practising 
lawyer ; but all beyond this is terra incognita. 
He does not know the meaning of the most 
common abbreviations of titles. ' 1 C. & P.’ is 
to him all one with ‘2 B. & P.’ When he sees 
a case cited in * 2 Rep.’ he thinks it is a mistake 
of the printer, and dreams not that the immor¬ 
tal Coke is the author of the reports. * Sug. on 
Ven.’ is no more to him than the latest catch¬ 
penny digest of cases on the law of real estate 
of which some student like himself is the com¬ 
piler. 


“ The dearth of material for the preparation 
of such a course is remarkable. ‘Wallace’s 
Reporters’ is the only book containing much 
more than a mere list of the names of law¬ 
books. Wallace’s book is well enough in its 
way, but it is confined almost altogether to the 
old English reports of law cases. It deals only 
in the most summary way with the old Equity 
reports and does not mention the late English 
reports or any of the American reports. Text¬ 
books are beyond its scope. The young law¬ 
yer who, on attempting to work up the law of 
his first case finds by chance a text-book on the 
subject involved, finds a lot of notes referring 
him to a wilderness of authorities cited by ab¬ 
breviations which he does not understand, and 
which too often are all Greek to the mature 
lawyer at his elbow. In short, he finds he has 
been taught a trade without being taught the 
names, much less the use, of the tools of that 
trade.” 


D. APPLETON & CO.’S NEW BBANCH IN 
LONDON. 

D. Appleton & Co., who for the last fifty 
years have had a distributing.office in London, 
will on the first day of January, 1892, open a 
new office in Bedford St., Covent Garden, next 
door but one to Macmillan’s. This street is 
now the headquarter’s of the book-publishing 
trade in London, and here dwell as near neigh¬ 
bors Chapman & Hall, J. B. Lippincott Co., 
Frederick Warne & Co., G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
William Heinemann, The Catholic Tablet , and 
other well-known firms. The publishers seem 
to be gradually deserting Paternoster Row for 
the new centre in the Covent Garden district, 
but the Harper agency still remains in Albe¬ 
marle St., further west, where also the vener¬ 
able house of John Murray has stood for over 
half a century. 

The European representative of D. Appleton 
& Co., with headquarters in London, will be 
George W. Sheldon, who for the last decade 
has been on their editorial staff in New York, 
and has recently brought out for them a num¬ 
ber of fine subscription-books. Mr. Sheldon 
was the valedictorian of his class at Prince¬ 
ton and served there as tutor; he was an 
active member of the Sanitary Commission 
during the War of the Rebellion ; was Associate 
Professor of Hebrew and the Oriental Lan¬ 
guages in the Union Theological Seminary 
with its late President, Roswell Hitchcock, LL. 
D. ; filled the place of art editor in The Even¬ 
ing Post for six years, under the regime of 
William Cullen Bryant, and has been a frequent 
contributor to the Harper publications, being 
the author of their “ History of New York 
Volunteer Fire Department.”

V. General Chemistry. 

VI. Alchemy. 

VII. Periodicals. 

Sections I., II., III. and VII. will be as com¬ 
plete as possible. Section VI. will be purposely 
quite brief ; section V. will be the largest, as it 
includes general treatises on theoretical, ana¬ 
lytical, pharmaceutical, technical and medical 
chemistry. 

To make this bibliography as accurate as 
possible I have spent parts of two summers in 
the chief libraries of Europe ; in several of 
them copying their manuscript catalogues al¬ 
most entire. 

For several reasons which I need not here 
•detail, I find it difficult to get accurate informa¬ 
tion of American publications, and it occurs to 
me to appeal through your widely-read Weekly 
to publishers for copies of their trade circu¬ 
lars, particularly to those firms making a spe¬ 
cialty of scientific works. If those publishers 
who observe this communication will mail to 
my address (as above) copies of their circulars, 
or prospectuses of books pertaining to chemis¬ 
try, they will greatly oblige the undersigned.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Marcus J. Ward, grandson of Marcus Ward, 
-the founder of the house of Marcus Ward & Co., 
and son of Francis D. Ward, J.P., the present 
Chairman of the Company’s Board of Directors, 
•died, December 3, of consumption, at Belfast, in 
his thirty-sixth year. Young Ward went into 
his father’s business at an early age, and showed 
such aptitude that in 1S78 he was chosen to rep¬ 
resent the firm at the Paris Exposition of that 
year. He came to this country in 1888 to assist 
in the management of the New York branch 
of the business, but left last May on account of 
ill-health. 

Peter R. Dunham, father of Mr. O. M. Dun¬ 
ham, and for many years connected with the 
Cassell Publishing Company, died in Dunellen, 
N. J., on the 4th inst., in the seventy-fourth 
year of his age. His illness was of less than a 
week’s duration. Paralysis was the cause of 
death. 

Wolcott Balestier, the promising young 
author, died in Dresden, Saxoony, on the 6th 
inst., aged 30 years. He was born in Rochester, 
N. Y., December 13, 1861. Fora time he did 
newspaper work in his native city, but he soon 
began to contribute sketches and short stories 
to periodicals. His first story of importance was 
“ A Patent Philter,” which appeared serially in 
the Tribune in 1884. In the same year he 
published “ A Fair Device,” a novel, and “A 
Life of James G. Blaine.” His novel, “ A Vic¬ 
torious Defeat,” appeared next. He was for a 
time editor of 7 'id-Bits of New York, and 
merged it into anew periodical, Time . About 
two years ago he went to London; and with Mr. 
Heineman, formed the publishing house of 


Heineman & Balestier, Limited. Mr. Balestier 
is joint author with Rudyard Kipling, of the 
novel “ Naulahka,” which was begun in The 
Century last month. Mr. Balestier had a nov¬ 
elette, “ A Common Story,” in The Century last 
August, and in February the same magazine 
will publish his “ Reffey,” a Western story. It 
has also a novel by the same author to be 
printed later. 


PRACTICAL NOTES. 

An Ink composed of copper one part, dis¬ 
solved in ten parts nitric acid, ten parts water 
being afterward added, is useful for marking on 
tin or zinc plant labels. 

Transfer Varnish.— Take equal quantities 
of fir balsam and spirits turpentine. Mix, shake 
well and set in a warm place until clear. Used in 
decalcomanie, and for maps, prints, drawings, 
and other articles of paper, and also to prepare 
tracing-papers and to transfer engravings. 

To Remove Rust from Steel, immerse the 
article to be cleaned (for a few minutes, until 
all dirt and rust is taken off) in a strong solu¬ 
tion of cyanide of potassium, say about half 
ounce in a wine-glassful of water; take out and 
clean with a tooth-brush, with a paste composed 
of cyanide of potassium, castile soap, whiting 
and water. 

Cleaning Old Prints. —These may be 
cleaned by sponging them on both sides with 
clean water and then saturating them with the 
following mixture: One quarter pound chloride 
of lime, two ounces oxalic acid and one quart of 
water. Well sponge down with clean water, 
and a clean picture will be the result. On no 
account use the above preparation on w'ater- 
colors or prints colored by hand. 

Mounting Photographs. —The most ap¬ 
proved substance for mounting photographs, 
and that of the most equal consistence, is the 
white of an egg. Before mounting dip the 
pho^pgraph in a basin of perfectly clean water, 
then lay it between a towel or piece of 
linen, which will absorb the superfluous moist¬ 
ure; place it face downward on a perfectly level 
and clean surface and w T ork the white of egg 
with a small sponge on a piece of stick or brush, 
if th*e hairs are secured. 

Books Preserved. —The bindings may be 
preserved from mildew by brushing them over 
with spirits of wine. A few drops of any per¬ 
fumed oil will secure libraries from the consum¬ 
ing effects of mould and damp. Russia leather, 
which is perfumed with the tar of the birch 
tree, never moulds or sustains injury from 
damp. The Romans used oil of cedar to pre¬ 
serve valuable manuscripts. Russia-leather 
covered books, placed in a stationer’s window, 
will destroy flies and other insects. 

Fumigating or Pastille Paper. —Prepare a 
mixture of gum benzoin in powder four parts, 
balsam of tolu or powdered sandal-wood one 
part, powdered charcoal twelve parts, gum 
tragacanth or laudanum a quarter part, pow¬ 
dered nitre one part. Wet these with a solu¬ 
tion of weak gum water and steep sheets of 
white printing paper in the mixture and hang 
them up to dry. When dry they are ready for 
use by burning on a plate or saucer. For 
scenting purposes the quantities of the perfum¬ 
ing agents may be increased. 
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JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Atlantic Monthly for next year will have 
a new serial by Marion Crawford, entitled “ Don 
•Orsino.” 

The Book Buyer and Seller is the title of a 
new monthly journal devoted to the interests of 
book buyers and sellers, to be published from 
134 Main Street, Cincinnati, O. The first issue 
is to appear January 1, 1892. 

The Journal du Droit International Privb 
has entered upon its eighteenth year. Four 
monthly issues are bound up as the first instal¬ 
ment of the new volume, publication having 
been delayed by the change and the prepara¬ 
tion of statistical tables for 1890. This is a 
most valuable publication, covering its subject 
in its various aspects throughout the civilized 
world. An index to the journal for the eigh¬ 
teen years of its existence is now in prepara¬ 
tion. 

According to the promise made in the first 
number of Le Livre Moderne , this work will 
•close with the present year, and become merged 
in a new publication, also under the editorship 
•of M. Octave Uzanne, aided by M. B. H. Gaus- 
seron. The title of the novelty is to be L'Art 
*t l'Idee: revue conteviporauie du dilettantisme 
litt&raire et de la curiosity. Its life is, it is under¬ 
stood, like that of its predecessor, to be lim¬ 
ited to two years. A spirited vindication of 
this method of publication is put forward by 
M. Uzanne. 

Mr. Elbridge S. Brooks, of the D. Lothrop 
•Co., has assumed editorial charge of Wide- 
Awake and the other Lothrop magazines. Mr. 
Brooks will have as his assistants in the edi 
torial work Miss Sophie Swett, whose name is 
familiar to all readers of the best American 
young people’s periodicals, and Mrs. Addie E. 
Heath, who will superintend the issue of Our 
Little Men and Women and Babyland. Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles S. Pratt, w'ho have edited Wide- 
Awake so ably for years, retire to assume the 
•editorial charge of the juvenile department of 
the McClure newspaper syndicate; 

W. D. Howells is to give up his position on 
Harper's Magazine to take charge of the Cos¬ 
mopolitan. He will take a house on Stuyvesant 
Square a little later in the season, and try again 
life in New York, which he abandoned for’Bos- 
ton some years ago. John Brisben Walker, 
the proprietor of the Cosmopolitan , says : “ Mr. 
Howells will assume full editorial charge on 
the 1st of January, and will write exclusively 
for the magazine as soon as all his outstanding 
■contracts with the Harpers expire. I shall not 
retire, but still keep the management of the 
periodical. The editorial staff of the Cosmopol¬ 
itan will also include Murat Halstead, who will 
review current events ; Edward Everett Hale, 
who will discuss social problems ; Brander 
Matthews, who will write literary reviews ; I.

Mr. Stead has written the article on “ Peri¬

Dobson those on “ Prior ” and “ Praed,” Wal¬ 
ter Besant the one on “ Rabelais,” and Philip 
Hamerton the one on “ Rembrandt.” 

The name of the next novel in the Albatross 
Series , to be published in January, is “ The 
Garston Bigamy.” Mr. Albert Ross, the au¬ 
thor, is now in Spain, enjoying the fruits of his 
previous work.

Alex. A. Stewart, Salem, Mass., has pub¬ 
lished a “ Salem Historical Calendar” for 1892; 
the second centennial of the witchcraft delu¬ 
sion, giving the anniversaries of important and 
interesting events in the history of Salem, 
Massachusetts. The Calendar is arranged one 
month on a page, each day of the month being 
supplied with some interesting or important 
event in Salem history of which the day is the 
anniversary. Witchcraft dates are given wher¬ 
ever possible, and, taken as a whole, the Cal¬ 
endar is a very neat epitome of Salem history. 
(25 cents.) 

Mr. Joseph W. Harper, of Harper & Broth¬ 
ers, met with an accident on the afternoon of 
the 10th inst., and it was only by the rarest 
good fortune that he escaped without serious 
injury. He was taking his afternoon airing on 
the Drive in Central Park. As he turned out 
to avoid another vehicle his carriage came vio¬ 
lently into collision with a brougham driving in 
the opposite direction. The lighter carriage 
was badly shattered, the wheels being smashed 
and the shafts broken. Mr. Harper was thrown 
from the wagon and fell heavily to the hard 
road. It was at first feared that he was seri¬ 
ously hurt. He was driven to his residence, 
No. 562 Fifth Avenue, and a physician was sum¬ 
moned. An examination showed that no bones 
were broken. Although badly shaken up by 
his fall, Mr. Harper recovered rapidly from the 
shock, and up to midnight had suffered no ill 
results from the accident. It w r as reported that 
Mr. Harper had been very seriously injured. 

Osgood, McIlvaine & Co. have just pub¬ 
lished the English edition of Count von Moltke’s 
“ Letters to His Mother and His Brothers Adolf 
and Ludwig (1823-1888).” 

We regret to hear of the positive announce¬ 
ment that the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ As¬ 
sociation has “ gone the way of all flesh.” It 
was a hopeful fledging and gave promise of 
great things, but possibly the time for co-oper¬ 
ation was not yet quite ripe. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. have under 
way an entirely new and revised edition of 
William Black’s novels. The volumes are to 
be issued monthly, beginning with “ A Daugh¬ 
ter of Heth ” in January, and the publication of 
the series is expected to occupy two years. 

Herr Horst Kohl has undertaken to fur¬ 
nish complete materials for a political history of 
Prince Bismarck, under the title of “ Fiirst 
Bismarck: Regesten zu einer Wissenschaftli- 
chen Biographie des Ersten Deutschen Reichs- 
kanzlers.” The first volume, which extends to 
1871 inclusive, has just been published ; the 
second volume is expected next spring. 

The next volumes of Swan Sonnenschein & 
Co.’s Social Science Series will be “ Poverty, Its 
Genesis and Exodus,” by J. G. Godard, and 
“ The Trade Policy of Imperial Federation,” 
by Maurice H. Hervey, who lately wrote an 
article on the subject in the Asiatic Quarterly 
Review. A translation of the new book of M. 
Ostrogovski, “ La Femme au Point de Vue du 


Droit Publique,” is to appear in the same series- 
at an early date. 

German papers report that General von 
Blumenthal’s reminiscences of the siege of 
Paris in 1870-71, the ms. of which he deposited 
at the Generalstabs-Archiv, will probably be 
published before long. They are chiefly in¬ 
tended to serve as a corrective of the late 
Field-Marshal von Roon’s letters, published in 
the Deutsche Review y in which Count Moltke’s 
conduct regarding the siege was, it is said,, 
wrongly and unfairly judged. 

It is stated that there is now hardly a civil¬ 
ized language in which a translation of Profes¬ 
sor Drummond’s perfectly simple and nobly 
wise little treatise, “ The Greatest Thing in the 
World,” cannot be obtained. It has even been 
put into Japanese. The address was originally 
delivered by Professor Drummond to a small 
audience, and it was not until long after that he 
became aware it had been reported and pub¬ 
lished. He then corrected and edited what, 
truth to say, was a much distorted version of 
his little sermon. Von Moltke was a lover of 
this booklet, and the last letter he ever wrote 
was devoted to its subject. 

Under the title of the Chiswick Press Editions 
C. Whittingham]& Co., London, propose to issue- 
a series of select English Classical Works, pref¬ 
erence being given to such as are not easily 
obtainable in a separate or satisfactory form. 
The volumes will be printed by hand-press or> 
hand-made paper, in crown octavo size, from 
new type of the “old-style” character, and 
will be illustrated (when practicable) with an 
engraved frontispiece. The opening volume 
will be a reprint from the first edition of Field¬ 
ing’s “ Journal of a Voyage to Lisbon,” with an 
introduction and notes by Mr. Austin Dobson. 
An engraved portrait of Fielding will be in¬ 
cluded; and the impression, limited to 500 
copies, will be ready early in the new year. 
The following gentlemen have undertaken to- 
edit further volumes of the series: George 
Saintsbury, Edmund Gosse, Sidney Lee, H. 
Buxton Forman, David Hannay, Dr. Richard 
Garnett, Joseph Knight. 


PICK-UPS. 

They Drew the Line at Man.— Some De¬ 
troit ladies, not more than a thousand miles 
from a barrel of salt in front of a Woodward 
Avenue grocery store, recently organized a de¬ 
bating club for the development and benefit of 
the rights of women.
